Memorable Conference Galled 
By Governor Curtin. 


Altoona. Pa.. Sept. 25. — Early this 
morning President Taft arrived here

The Tendency of Rival Revolutionary 
LeaJers in the Constantly Troubled 
Isie to Make of the Customs Houses 
the Chief Prizes in the War Game Is 
to Be Sternly Suppressed by a De­ 
tachment of American Marines. 


Washington. Sept. 25.— To protect 
the customs houses there, a force of 
750 marines will lie sent to Santo Do­ 
mingo. 
President Taft had a confer­ 
ence with Peekman Winthrop, assist­ 
ant secretary of the navy, at which 
Mr. Taft approved the plan of sending 
an armed detachment into Santo Do­ 
mingo to prevent interference with 
the customs receivership, which has 
been administered for the last several 
years by the United States. 
The ma­ 
rines will he drawn from the Atlantic 
coast s t a i ns, and will sail from Phil­ 
adelphia on the transport Prairie to­ 
morrow. 
Brigadier General Frank Meyer, U. 
S. A., chief of the insular bureau of 
the war department, and W. T. S. 
Doyle, chief of the Latin American div­ 
ision of the state department, will ac­ 
company the expedition to supervise 
the distribution of the marine guards 
through the country. The de tachment 
will he in command of Colonel F. J. 
Moses. V. S. M. C. 
There has been a smouldering revo­ 
lutionary movement in the island for 
more than a year, although this has 
caused no actual assault upon any of 
the American customs houses. 
The gunboat Wheeling, which has 
been in West Indian waters for some 
months, heretofore has been sufficient 
to protect the customs houses located 
in the roast towns. 
Recently, how­ 
ever, the revolutionary activity has 
been increasing and the interior cus­ 
toms houses on the mountainous bor­ 
der between Hayti and Santo Domin­ 
go have been threatened. 
In addition 
to the revolutionary activity there has 
been more or less smuggling across 
the border between Santo Domingo 
and Hayti, and about a year ago sev­ 
eral \m erican customs officials were 
killed In a clash with the smugglers. 
There is a border dispute between 
Hayti and Santo Domingo which also 
has tended to produce conditions of 
outlawry in the interior of the island. 
The political unrest culminated last 
August in the assassination of Presi­ 
dent Leconte of Hayti. 
About a year 
ago the president of Santo Domingo 
also was killed. 
The officials of the state and war 
departments are determined not to 
allow the customs houses in Santo Do­ 
mingo to be used as prizes for success­ 
ful revolutionists, and it was decided 
by the state and navy departments to 
send a force of marines to Santo Do­ 
mingo to protect the places from at­ 
tack 
The expedition is said to he 
temporary, but it is admitted that the 
marines Witt he allowed to remain 
there as long a - they are needed.

been increasing and the interior cus- 
toms houses on the mountainous bor- 
der between Hayti and Sauto Domin- 
go have been threatened. In addition 
to the revolutionary activity there has 
been more or less smuggling across 
the border between Santo Domingo 
and Hayti. and about a year ago sev- 
eral American customs officials were 
kiUed in a clash with the smugglers. 


•There is a border dispute between 


Hayti and Santo Domingo which also 
has tended to produce conditions of 
outlawry in the interior of the island. 
The political unrest culminated last 
August in the assassination of Presi- 
dent Leconte of Hayti. 
About a year 


ago the president of Santo Domingo 
also was killed. 


The officials of the state and war 


departments are determined not to 
allow the customs houses in Santo Do- 
mingo to be used as prizes for success- 
ful revolutionists, and it was decided 
by the state and navy departments to 
send a force of marines to Santo Do- 
mingo to protect the places from at- 
tack. 
The expedition is said to be 


temporary, but it is admitted that the 
marines will be allowed to remain 
there as long as they are needed.

concludes with: 'The ways of our God 
are many.

It usually has been rendered 
in this way: 'The ways of God are 
not invariable. On the good doer he 
sends down all blessings, and on the 
evil doer he sends down all miser- 
ies.' That is the more exact render- 
ing.

"We 
find," he went on, " 'Fine words and 
a smiling countenance make not vir- 
tue,' which is from the Lunhu, or 
'Analects' of Confucius, in which the 
views and maxims of the sage are 
retailed by his disciples.
